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Panther Sentinel Rated “Excellent” 


The Panther Sentinel received 
a rating of.“excellent” for the 
first semester, according to a re- 
port received this week from the 
Associated Collegiate Press, Uni- 
versity of Minnesota collegiate 
newspaper rating service. 

The first class rating was the 
highest for the campus news- 
paper since 1954-55 when Hart- 
nell’s newspaper won “‘All-Amer- 
ican” honors, 

Four newspapers competing in 
the bi-weekly junior college 
classification with Hartnell re- 
ceived “All-American” award. 
Thirteen newspapers received 


the same rating as the Sentinel, 
while 17 newspapers received 
lower ratings. 

Makeup Praised 

Newspapers were judged for 
coverage, content and physical 
appearance. Each of these cate- 
gories were divided into sub- 

“ categories. 

In the 10 sub-categories for ap- 
pearance, the Sentinel received 
eight ratings of “excellent” and 
two ratings of “very good.” Pho- 
tography, printing, typography, 
headlines, front page make-up, 
and the nameplate were classed 
as “excellent.”

Accord- 
ing to Mr. Aslanian, its last per- 
formance at the mission marked 
the first time that a full choir 
had either performed or dedi- 
cated any musical program at 
the mission since the early nine- 
teenth century.
